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Ijis Parents Think He Is Held by a 
Band of Gypsics, but Detectives 
Say He Was Stolen and 
Concealed by a 
Crank. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—The father of little 
Gerald Lapiner, the child kidnapped in front 
of his home on Decoration Day, has received 
a telegram from St. Louis telling him to go 
there and he will find his boy. 

The theory now held by the police fs that 
the child is in the hands of strolling 
gypsy horsetraders, who are moving through 
lillinols towards St. Louls. 

John McCarvillie, a farmer living four 
miles south of De Kalb, makes a proposi- 
tion to Louis L. Lapiner looking toward 
the restoration of the kidnapped boy. 

MeCarvill is confident that Gerald Lapiner 
is in the possession of a band of roving 
horsetraders which camped near Bovee''s 
Corners a week ago last Thursday. He 
wants Mr. Lapiner to accompany him ona 
chase of the wanderers. He will pay the 
expenses of the expedition if the clue upon 
which he bases his hopes does not result in 
the opevety of the child. If the baby is 
found he will ask the father to pay the cost 
of the trip through TPlinols and the reward. 

His idea is to make the journey by car- 
riage. McCarvill has become 60 well satis- 
fied that Gerald Lapiner will eventually be 
found tin ewe ee of the horsetraders that 
he is willing and anxious to leave his farm 
and take up @ task which has baffled some 
of the shrewdest detectives in Chicago. 
Farmers in McHenry and De Kalb County 
share McCarvill’s confidence and are waiting

three children in the band. The leader was 
a man who said his name was Burke. He 
is about 50 years old. He dresses well and 
is liberally supplied with money.

The women are 30 years of age. The old- 
est child is a girl of 10 years and the young- 
est is a chiki in arms. The third and last 
member of the party is tne boy, 2% years 
old, Whom the farmers believe is Gerald 
mays They agree in saying that the 
little fellow is apparently more refined than 
his companions, and that they do not be- 
lieve either of the women is his mother. 
When shown a photograph of Gerald Lap- 
iner, Farmer McCarvill identified it as the 
picture of the child whom he had seen in 
the camp.

Some of the detectives working on the 
case believe that the child has never been 
taken away from Chicago. 

Iam satisfied that the woman who took 
Gerald from in front of his home on Me- 
morial Day,” said one of the officers work- 
ing on the case, ‘was either a crank or an 
enemy of the family. The former is the 
more probable. The kidnapping wae not 
doné with hope of reward fof the return of 
the child. The Lapiners are not wealthy 
people and could not pay lerge sum for ran- 
s0m. People who would engage in the kid- 
napping business would surely select large 
game. Right in the vicinity of Prairie ave- 
nue and Forty-eighth street there are rich 
men with ch ldren. They could pay thou- 
sanda where Mr. Lapiner could not give up 
dollars. Then no direct proposition has 
been made to Mr. Lapiner for the return 
of ‘his boy. Had ransom been the object the 
abductore would have made an effort before 
this to arrange terms.”’ 

Lieut. Larkin of the Fiftieth Street Police 
Station is one who believes that the child 
is in the city, and it is his opinion, too, that 
it was etolen Dy some crank. 

“The woman who was seen to go away 
with Gerald,” he said, “‘waé last heard of at 
Seventy-ninth street, where it is supposed 
she took a southbound Chicago. & Eastern 
Illinois train. She was heard to ask what 
time she could return tothe city, and there 
is little doubt that after gong some dis- 
tance out she did come back. If she is a 
crank she has used all a crank’s ingenuity 
- conceal the boy and will continue to
